I have heretofore expressed the view, and 
now repeat it, that practically he had two 
characters; or rather two methods of thought 
and action.

A 
caucus in the judiciary room of the House 
this evening, the like of which has never 
before been held, declared unequivocally 
against the bills in principle and provision. 

When Chairman Tisdel called the caucus 
to order there were fifty-two members of the 
House present, and when a test was made 
as to how many members could be relied on 
as against the bills, all of those answered in 
the affirmative and vouched for thirty-six 
others who were not able to be present.

Larger than Expected. 


The caucus was called by the joint Re- 
publican and Democratic committee ap- 
pointed last evening, and it was not ex- 
pected that any such attendance could be 
secured in view of the fact that a number 
of members were desirous of leaving the 
city to attend conventions or for some other 
important purpose. Others, in fact, did not 
desire to go to the caucus, but remained at 
the hotel, with the declaration to the op- 
ponents of the bill that they knew their po- 
sition and it was necessary for them to 
take the trip to the State-House and out 
themselves on public record.

It is possible, so the inventor elaims, for 
the wearer of the electrical tube to hear 
any ordinary conversation anywhere within 
a reasonable distance—in fact, the same as 
one hears who is not in the least afflicted by 
deafness.

Novelist Says the Greéks Fully Realize 
the Odds Which Are Arrayed 
Againat Them. 


[SPECIAL CABLE BY STEPHEN CRANE.) 

Athens, April 29.—{Copyright, 1897.}—I 
was with the Greek army in its campaign 
toward Janina, the principal town of Bpirus, 
the southwestern province of Turkey, when 
I heard the first rumors of the hard fighting 
in Thessaly. The journey from Arta over- 
land to Thesedly *required a longer time 
than it does to go by the way of Athens, 
and 60 I have been fortunate enough to ar- 
rive in the capital in time to witness another 
popular outburst of the Athenians. 

Crowds are in the streets, in the square 
before the King’s palace, and in every place 
of public congregation. 

Today I,went to a shop and found no one 
there but 4 boy seated on a box. 

Where is the proprietor?’ said I, 

„He has gone to the war,“ said the boy. 

This man had taken no time to arrange his 
affairs in careful detail. He might have 
been gone out to buy a cigar in another shop. 
The sheives were stripped and the counters 
were bare. 

The proprietor has nailed fast the lid of 
I can- 
not sell you anything,” the boy said hastily, 
“Tam going to the front.“ 

In my hotel here, which is usually very 
English and impressive, ihey are shy on 
Walters, porters, and call boys. These men 
have gone to the war. There is a battalion 
now preparing that uses as uniforms the 
stable clothes of a squadron of eavalry al- 
ready gone. In fact, this is not a King’s 
war, not a Parliament's war, but a people's 
war. 

It is absurd to say that the Greeks under- 
took this contest because the, believed they 
would take Constantinople in a fortnight.

Mr. Mayer declared before returning 
to Chicago that he was confident the bill 
beaten, but those interested in its d t 
will probably put in appearance again if 
there is any danger that ft is to be reported 
out of the committee. Mr. Mayer was also 
interested in the bill increasing the salaries 
of Supreme Court’ Judges, which had its 
hearing in the House today. 

The bill establishing a Board of Pardon 
Commissioners occasioned the liveliest kind 
of a discussion in the House today, political 
debate taking the place of any reference to 
the merits of the bill. Johnson of Whiteside 
made the plea for the Democrets, and to the 
surprise of his Republican colleague, Mr. 
Needles, admitted many of his statements 
as to extravagance in legislation and the 
necessity of economy. 

Selby took issue with both of them and 
condemned the Democrats and the Demo- 
cratic State administration with being the 
cause of the hard times and the discrepancy 
in the Treasury, which threatened to make 
the rate of taxation higher than ever before. 
During the debate there was great confusion 
in the House and the Speaker had difficulty 
in maintaining order which would permit any 
knowledge of what was being said...

Those who were present when the shoot- 
ing occurred, excepting Haas, were taken 
into Inspeetor Sehaack’s’ office last even- 
ing and confronted with Brennan. None of 
them was able to say whether he was the 
murderer or not. They said he looked like 
the man, or that he was, about the same 
size, ‘but almost without exception 


they said it was doubtful if they would be 
able to identify the man if they saw him. 

The police are divided as to the motive for 
the crime. Two of the eyewitnesses main- 
tain they saw two men. peering around the 
mirror sereen in the front of the saloon at 
the time Sohlern and the murderer con- 
fronted one another. This leads some of the 
police to think robbery was the purpose of 
the visit to the saloon. 


Peluting to Revenge as a Motive. 


The testimony of Theodore Haas, however, 
points to revenge as the motive. He says he 
recognized the murderer and warned him 
he would be brought to justice. 

The clearest stories of the crime agree 
that when the murderer opened the side door 
and advanced to the middle of the room 
omern came out from behind the bar with 
two glasses of beer, recognized the man, 
extended his hand, and said in German, 
“How are you?’ 

The newcomer held out his hand and just 
as Sohlern was on the point of grasping it, 
he raised the revolver he had been conceal- 
ing, pointing it directly in the face of the 
ealoonkeeper. Sohlern tried to knock the 
weapon down, and said something, according 
to some of the witnesses, which could not be 
heard. Then the shooting took place. 

Haas said the man whom he identified had 
a quarrel a short time ago with Sohlern about 
a sum of money, $3.20, which Sohle rn loaned 
the man, as Haas remembers it, to play the 
slot machine. It is believed the quarrel was 
about a disputed drink account.

ALTGELD GIYES OUT A STATEMENT. 


Denies That He Profited by the Globe 
and Tells of Spalding’s Univer- 
sity Treasurership. 


Ex-Gov. Altgeld yesterday gave out the 
following statement in regard to his con- 
nection with the many complications cen- 
tering about Charles W. Spalding, the fallen 
President of the Globe Savings Bank and 
defaulting Treasurer of the University of 
lllinois’ Board of Trustees: 

Last week I sent a note to the Senate 
committee telling them that I was await- 
ing to be heard with reference to the Globe 
Bank matter if they wished to hear me. I 
also sent a note to the grand jury when I 
learned that it was considering the case, 
stating that I would come right over if want- 
ed. I have also had some conversation with 
Mr. Leman, the attorney for the receiver, 
with reference to this matter. 

“It has been my purpose to say but little 
until I was able to make a statement before 
some authorized tribunal, but as it seems 
that I am not to be called upon, and as I 
have learned that a number of persons were 
trying to make false impressions, and to 
besmirch me, it seems reasonable that I 
should now talk to the press. ' 


Get Nothing from the Globe. 


“In the first place, I wish to say that I 
never got any benefit, directly or indirectly, 
from the Globe Savings Bank. When 1 was 
connected with the bank I believed it to be 
all right in every way. I got into politics in 
1892, and, finding that I would be unable 
to give proper attention to the bank, with- 
drew. That is to say, I had offered my resig- 
nation, which was not promptly accepted. 
I waited until about the ist of February, 
1898, and then I refused to wait any longer, 
insisted upon my resignation being accepted 
immediately, and severed my connection 
with the bank. 

“The bank originally did a great deal of 
a brokerage business. It was the Chicago 
headquarters of the Red Oak Investment 
company, which had placed millions of dol- 
lars in the East, and boasted that it had

Spalding’s Bond Presented. 


* Some time after that last interview I un- 
drestood that Mr. Walsh had withdrawn 
his offer and a bond was presented that had 
been executed by Mr. Spalding, and I was 
asked what I thought of the surety. I looked 
at it and stated that there were some names 
on it that I knew nothing about, but that 
there were others that I did know about and 
that I considered good. 

“During the conversation I think Mr. 
Spalding, perhaps, was discussed again: my 
recollection is that I said again to them 
that I wae satisfied that Mr. Spalding was 
all right, but that if they wanted to get 
somebody else to go and do so, that it was 
nothing to me, but that in any case to see 
that they got a good bond. 

Then the matter ran along for some 
weeks and complaint was made by Mr. Spald- 
ing to somebody that the board did not act 
on his bond; that it ought to either accept it 
or reject it, or something to that effect, and 
I think that after that I epoke to one or two 


complaining about their keeping him hang- 
ing in suspense and that I thought the board 
ought to do one thing or the other with it. 

After that the bond was approved. This 
was in the summer of 1898. In 1895 the bond, 
as I understand it, was renewed, but I do not 
now recollect anything about it. I do not 
think that anybody spoke to me about the 
matter at that time. The board seemed to 
be satisfied with the course Mr. Spalding had 
pursued for two years and did not trouble me 
about him.

LET THEM BE HONEST. 

The State Senate on Wednesday ordered 
the Humphrey-Littler-boodle-libel bill to a 
second reading by a vote of 28 yeas, 13 nays, 
and 9 not voting. It was then made a special 
order for yesterday morning, when the Sen- 
ate made it a special order for a third read- 


ing so the bill was amended somewhat. One 
amendment repeals the libel law of 1895, 
which Revell and Lundin have been attack- 
ing. Another requires the plaintiff to give 
bond when he begins suit, out of which bond. 
if he fails to prove his ease, the defendant's 
costs and reasonable attorney's fee may be 
paid. 

Why is the Senate in such great haste to 
dispose of this bill when other legislation 
of importance to the people is permitted to 
drag along without action? The reason is 
that the chief purpose of this bill is to grati- 


| fy personal revenge on account of the wide- 


spread criticism to which Senators have 
been subjected. This censure has not been 
from the press alone, but has come from 
many speakers at public meetings. It nas 
been a criticism emanating not from one 
class but from all classes. Labor men, 
merchants, professional men, men in all 
walks of life have united in condemning the 
action of the men representing them in the 
State Senate. It has been a criticism also 
which has been set forth in resolutions 
adopted amid the enthisiastic plaudits of 
great mass-meetings, and the same senti- 
ment has been spread on handbills that npw 
decorate the walls of billboards throughout 
the city. 

This revengeful, angry act on the part of 
the Senators is enough in itself to show that 
something is wrong, that much is wrong in 
the Humphrey bills. If this were not so, if 
the passage of the Humphrey bills in the 
Senate had been an honest act of legislation, 
the men who voted for them, having clear 
consciences and knowing their motives were 
right, would not have been angered by the 
popular denunciation, but would have met 
it with confidence by explaining in the 
greatest possible detail just what those hon- 
est motives were which actuated them to 
support two such measures. Instead of 


i taking this course these Senators are 


rushing through a bill which they hope will 
stifle free speech and prevent future censure 
and make it dangerous for constituents to 
criticise their representatives. when those. 


representatives have sold them out and be- 
trayed them. If these Senators want to 


put a stop to all these criticisms in the press 
and in mass-meetings and in conspicuous 
placards on the city’s walls all they ‘ave to 
do is to abstain from voting for bills which 
they can’t defend and which their constit- 
vents unanimously denounce. 
they use their legislative power for the pur- 
pose of defending themselves against the as- 
sanits emen whe 


cial sense, then the presumption irresistibly 
is that they have been influenced by motives 
that do not bear scrutiny. That is why 
they are attempting to punish their masters. 
If there are men in the Legislature who feel 
they are not strong enough te resist tempta- 
tion and say uo to bribers when bribers 
come and offer them large sums of money 
and the assurance that everything will be 
kept quiet, that there will be no “ squeal- 
ing, and that the bribetakers will not be in 
danger of being sent to the penitentiary, 
then these men ought to resign and go home 
and tell their constituents frankly they have 
returned in order to get out of temptation’s: 
way. Such an action would entitle them to 
sympathy and respect and an outstretched 
helping hand,. But to remain in the Legis- 
lature and fall from grace and then attempt 
to muzzle the people is as futile as it is infa- 
mous. The activity displayed by the Sena- 
tors in pushing the libel bill is a clear illus- 
tration of the epigram, “ The galled jade 
winces.” If the Humphrey bills were not 
rotten and corrupt bills there would be no 
such feverish eagerness for the enactment 
of a new libel law. 


ALTGELD CANNOT DODGE IT. 

The witnesses who have testified before 
the grand jury regarding the affairs of the 
rotten Globe Savings Bank appear to have 
found it necessary to drag in the name of 
Altgeld in order to make clear the evidence 
they had to give. The ex-Governor’s con- 
nection with the bank as a Vice-President 
and a borrower and the potential factor in 
the selection of the bank’s President for the 
position of Treasurer of the university has 
naturally made him conspicuous in the pro- 
ceedings now in progress to unrave! the af- 
fairs of that institution. But he seems dis- 
posed to meet this natural prominence in a 
spirit of strange resentment. He seems to 
regard it as an impertinence for any one to 
go to him for information regarding the es- 
tablishment and shrinks from saying more 
than he is absolutely ‘forced to concerning 
his own connection with the bank. 

No one has charged Altgeld with being a 
participant in the wrecking of the bank. 
No one has asserted that he is possibly re- 
sponsible in a criminal way for the whole- 
sale embezzlement of more than a half-mill- 
ion dollars belonging to depositors in the 
bank and the State University. Why is he 
so reluctant to do his share toward sifting 
the matter to the bottom and uncarthing all 
the men who have had à hand in this ruth- 
less spoliation? It will be remembered that 
his same reticence has been a feature of this

Tun Tripune special from New York in 
its last issue told the story of the shabby 
and inhospitable manner in which the Gov- 
ernor of Illinois and his staff of Colonels 
were treated by the Committee of Arrange- 
ments at the dedication of the Grant memo- 
rial. If the New-Yorkers had met together 
and deliberately laid out a program of con- 
temptuous discourtesy and flagrant inhospi- 
tality to be served upon Illinois in the person 
of its Governor it could not have succeeded 
better than it did in playing the boor. 

The Governor and his staff of thirty 
Colonels were the invited guests of New 
York, or they supposed they were. They had 
every reason to expect they wouid be treat- 
ed with the courtesy due to guests. Instead 
of that they arrived at New York and found 
no one to meet them, though the committee 
had been notified of the hour of their arrival. 
They got to their hotels as they best could. 
No-one called to inform them of their place 
in the parade and when they sought for it 
themselves they found that IIlinois was 
relegated to the last position among the 
States. Because Gov. Tanner preferred to 
ride his: horse like a soldier rather than ina 
carriage in company with Governors who 
cannot ride horseback he and his staff were 
kindly allowed to wait nearly six hours in 
the streets before they could get.into their 
uncertain position. No provision was made 
for the Governor and his staff to witness any 
of the land or the water review. Four tickets 
were sent to him to go round among thirty 
members of his staff for places o one of the 
city stands. The Governor prommptly and 
properly sent them back so that the com- 
mittee could use them among its New York 
friends and he and his staff purchased their 
tickets at five dollars each. It would have 
been less petty and insulting if the commit- 
tee had neglected Illinois in this as it did in 
every other direction, When the parade 
was over they got back to their hotels as 
they begt could, some of them paying $12 
for the privilege of a carriage ride three or 
four miles—the robber price first demanded 
having been $18 for the trip. 

From Sunday afternoon until Wednesday 
night the official courtesies extended by the 
New-Yorkers to Gov. Tanner were limited 
to two calls at his hotel. One of these was 


* 


made by a mossenger, whe beought the tick. 


ete already mentioned which the Governor 
returned; the other was made by a messen- 
ger who came to notify him that he might 
walk several blocks to a locality, where he 
would be assigned to a carriage because the 
Governor of New York did not care to trust 
himself on a horse, being unable to ride one. 
It is needless to say the Governor did not 
take the walk nor ride in a cab or a car- 
riage. He waa invited to-none of the offi- 
cial functions, nor were any of his staff of 
uniformed Colonels, and they have left New 
Jork without being obligated to that city or 
to the committee for the smallest act of 
courtesy or even of recognition. The com- 
mittee kindly allowed them to appear some- 
where in the rear of the procession in order 
to swell the New York pageant and add to 
the impressiveness of the ceremony. 

Gov. Tanner is not sensitive enough to 
complain of this discourtesy so far as he is 
personally concerned, but his staff has the 
right to complain of it as an affront to the 
State. If any State in the Union deserved 
courteous treatment it certainly was IIli- 
nois. It was an INinois Governor who gave 
Gen, Grant’s commission as Colonel of a 
regiment of its volunteers. It was IIlinois' 


‘| great soldier, Gen. Grant, who commanded 


the armies which saved the Union. It was 
Illinois“ great President, Abraham Lincoln, 
who saved New York City from secession 
mobs and from taking part with the rebel 
side. Gov. Tanner fought. under Gen. 
Grant, and he represented Gen. Grant's 
State as its present highest officia). Final- 
jy, it was a Chicago man who raised the 
money, after the New-Yorkers had failed, 
to build the mausoleum to Gen, Grant’s 
memory in Riverside Park, etc.

THE GUTHRIE DISASTER. _ 

At sunrise on Wednesday morning the 
Cottonwood River, a little stream running 
through Guthrie, Ok., swelled by heavy 
rains the day before and a sudden cloudburst, 
overflowed its banks, and a wali of water 
a mile wide and six or eight feet deep, fol- 
lowed by quickly successive waves, swept 
over the déomed town, the crashing of 
thunder and every indication of a tornado 
adding to the horror of the scene. Fortu- 
hately the people were spared the latter 
calamity, which vented its force upon El 
Reno, though without involving any loss 
of life so far as is now known. 

Meanwhile the flood swept over the little 
town in the Cottenwood Valley, carrying 
every movable thing before it with its 
resistless force. Hundreds of houses 
were destroyed, bridges and tracks 
were washed out, railroad business 
came to a. standstill, and not only 
in the immediate vicinity of Guthrie 
but far down the valley farms were ruined 
and the prospects of crops vanished. The 
saddest feature of this awful visitation is 
the loss of human lives. When morning 
dawned yesterday and an investigation 
could be made it was found that scores of 
persons, fifty, and it may be more, had been 
drowned,/ while 2,000 people found them- 
selves homeless and were rescued with 
some difficulty from trees, fragments of 
houses, and other objects to which they 
were clinging, and where they had heen 
endeavoring to save themselves for tweuty- 
four hours, some of the rescuers themselves 
being drowned in the effort to save their 
townspeople. 

The property losses, it is estimated, will 
reach a million dollars. To this must be 
added the losses of crops and time. It is 
the first serious disaster which has been re- 
ported from Oklahoma since it was thrown 
open to settlers, and it must prove a ter- 
rible blow to the new Territory. Its pco- 
ple were just making a start for them- 
selves. They had invested all their means 
and had probably borrowed heavily to get 
that start, looking to the future to help 
them repay and prepare the way for sub- 
sistence. » Their working capital is now 
gone. They must begin all over again and 
they must raise money anew with which 
to do it. Fortunately these pioneers are 
generally made out of stern stuft and are 
not usually discouraged by such terrible 
visitations, bat they will pndoubtedly need 
help. If such should be the case the coun- 
try should stand ready to bring them re- 
lief, and Chicago, if called upon, should do 
its part. It is no ordinary disaster that has 
overwhelmed these pioneers of Oklahoma, 
and common humanity will dictate im- 
mediate and generous relief when the call 
is made, 
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WHY ASK BARRETT TO RESIGN} 

Among other heads of departments whose 
resignations have been ealled for is Mr. John 
F. Barrett, City Electrician and Superin- 
tendent of Telegraphs. ‘The resignation has 
been received, but has not been accepted 
by the Mayor, who intimates that he may 
yet be retained. 

Mr. Barrett has been in the service of the 
city for many years. He served ‘under 
Mayor Harrison's father. He has been one 
of the most faithful and one of the most 
useful of the city’s employés, His reputa- 
tion as an electrician is so well grounded 
that he was selected to take charge of the 
electrical department of the World's Fair. 
His reputation is a national one, He has 
built up the city’s electric street lighting 
plant, its patrol wagon system, of which he 
is the inventor, as well as the fire alarm ap- 
pliances, which are also the product of his 
scientific ability. , 

Mr. Barrett is first and last a scientist. 
His abilities no one questions, He has 


never been a politician. He has had nothing 


to do with political conventions, with prima- 
ries, or with ward meetings or partisan com- 
binations. He has served ihe city, no man 
better, under Republican and Democratic 
administrations without being an offensive 
partisan or a partisaninany way. Hence 
the question will not fail to be asked with 
all seriousness why the Mayor called for his 
resignation.- The citizens of Chicago are 
justified in asking it and are entitled to an 
answer. Can it be possible that it was 
asked because he did not vote last fall to 
debase the eurrency and to pay off the city 
employés in fifty-cent dollars? Tur Trin- 
udn does nat know how Mr. Barrett voted, 
but Mr. Hartison may have discovered that 
he did not vote as Altgeld did or as Altgeld 
wished him to vote. In any event the people 
are entitled to know why a man who has 
served the city for over a quarter of a 
century and during that time has been a 
faithful servant, conferring inestimable ben- 
efit upon and heightening the usefulness of 
the Police and Fire Departments, and who 
in all that time has had nothing to de with 
politics, should be asked to resign, and why 
the eity should be deprived of the services 
of a man who stands at the head of his pro- 
fession. The Mayor should explain why Mr. 
Barrett has been asked to resign, for his 
case is not an ordinary one, It stands out- 
side the line of political rem wals and it is 
one which the people feel deeply abont. It 
is possible the Mayor has a sufficieyt reason 
for his action. If so he should make it 


known.

LITTLER I¢ sQUELCHED. 

Wednesday the Senate had before it the 
Chicago revenue bill, which requires the 
Assessor to put down in one column the fair 
cash value of all property listed and in a 
second column one-fifth of that valuation, 
the figures in the second column being the 
basis for the extension and collection of 
taxes. During the debate Senator Littler 
announced that— 

There is not one lawyer who has any regard 
for his professional opinion who will say that 
Bill 144, which provides that property shall be 


assessed at one-fifth of its fair cash value, is 
constitutional. ‘ 
The constitutional provision which Littler 
declares is contravened, reads as follows: 
The General Assembly shall provide such rev- 
enue as may be needful, by levying a tax, by val- 
uation, so that every person and corporation shall 


pay a tax in proportion to the value of his, her, 
or its property. 


It is provided also that all municipal taxes 
must be uniform in respect to persons and 
property.” The words “ fair cash value” | 
occur nowhere in the revenue article. All) 
that is insisted on is “ proportionate equal- 
ity "of taxation, 

That principle is not violated by using a 
one-fifth or oue-tenth valuation as the basis 
for the collection of taxes instead of the full 
cash valuation. Nor will it be impossible to 
collect the revenue which is needed by the 
State and its municipalities, 

Supposing the fair value of all the tan- 
gible property in Illinois is 3,000 millions, of 
which 1,200 millions is in this city. Sup- 
posing that the total revenue needed for all 
purposes is 30 millions, Then a 1 per cent 
tax on the full value assessment will produce 
the money which is needed. 

But if the system of the bill Littler 
attacks as unconstitutional were adopted 
the assessment for purposes of taxation 
would be 600 millions. The amount of revy- 
enue required remaining 30 millions, all that 
would have to be done to get it would be to 
levy a 5 per cent instead of a 1 per cent tax. 

The man who under one system was as- 
sessed for $100,000 and paid 1 per cent, or 
$1,000, would under the other system be as- 
sessed for $20,000 and pay 5 per cent, or 
$1,000. Either system is in strict aceord- 
ance with the Constitution, provided always 
that the assessments are fairly and equally 
made. 

Why, then, it may be asked, should one- 
fifth be made the basis instead of the actual 
vatue? “Becntise ir the tarter were adopted 
the bond-iasuing power of every community 
would be quintupled and it would proceed to 
blanket mortgage itself. Counties which 
are empowered to levy 76 cents on each $100 
of valuation would tax up to the limit 
whether they needed the money or not. 

After having listened to Littler the Senate 
voted to pass the bill—yeas, 20; nays, 12. 
That shows what the Senate thinks of Lit- 
tler's law.

Hawalt's Sugar Trade—If Reciprocity 
Is Beaten San Francisco Will Lose. 
San Francisco, Cal., April 27.—The action 

of the Senate Finance committee on the 

Hawaiian reciprocity treaty is awaited here 

with the keenest interest. San Francisco 

will be the largest loser should the treaty be 

abrogeted. The trade of twenty millions a 

year will be lost to this city, and it will go 

direct to Victoria, B. C., should the Sens 
tors vote against the renewal of the treaty. 

Now that Claus Spreckele has sold his beet 

sugar factories to the trust the abrogation of 

the Hawaiian treaty would mit production 
of sugar on this coast to the trust’s inter- 
ests. Philip Lilienthal, the manager of the 

Anglo-California Bank, voiced the sentiment 

of bankers and merchants on this questlon 

when he sald: 
“If abrogation is carried through it will 


the coast. Many of the best known people 
in San Francisco have heavy investments in 
the Hawallan Islands, and were the reci- 
procity treaty to be abrogated it would re- 
sult in large loss to these investors. Losses 
to them mean injury to the entire business 
interests of California. Every one who has 
the welfare of California at heart will work 
against this proposed measure. Abrogation 
would ruin the Republican party on this 
coast. San Francisco merchants would lose 
a trade which averages $20,000,000 @ year.” 

[But the real question is, why should the 
United States Government let in 20 millions 
of Hawaiian sugar per year free of duty, 
depriving it of many millions of annval rev- 
enue? Can it afford that foolishness any 
longer? The Dingley bill proposes to tax 
German and West India sugar 70 per cent 
on its foreign cost.

You are oo A aware that for the last three 
tard winters we could have reduced these 
wages at least one-third. A reduction of 
wages of the street railroad men would re- 
sult in an Injury to every tallor and shoe- 
maker in the city and would have the effect 
of reducing the value of labor in all ge- 
partments, The wealth of the Nation de- 
pends on well employed and well paid labor. 

I have always felt that the Chicago City 
railway was an institution that had kept in 
march with the growth of this great city, ex- 
tending its lines into districts before they 
were settled, carrying people per mile cheap- 
er than any street railroad in the world. In 
fact, with their tranefers, we only receive 
34% ce per passenger. 

All this talk about cheap fare in Paris and 
the old countries is a humbug. They will 
haul you for three cents one and one-hatt 
miles if you sit on the top of the car and six 
cents if you ride in the body. To ride three 
and one-half miles out and back in 
the body of the car costs 24 cents, while here 
we haul à person fifteen miles out and back 
for 10 cents. Surely Tun TRIBUNE cannot 
take any stock in the blatherskites who 
condemn all the prominent business-men in 
this city who made up the greatest cattle 
market and the greatest money center out- 
side of New York. The people who invested 
their money in street railro to build up 
this city are certainly entitled to some com- 
pensation as well as the people who bought 
their lots.
